He ts survived by his wife, well- 
known in benevolent’ circles in 
Hongkong, and hls only child, Mrs 
W. A. Mackinlay, who fs well-known 
to most people In Hongkong for her 

Hong- 
kong Amuteur Dramatle Club, The 
sympathy of mony residents will be 
extended to them. i 

Mr Jeffries had a Jong connection 

— with the Colony having arrivdd here 
In 1907. He was born on April 28, 
1882, of a well-known Greenwich 
family, and was educated at the 
Royal Hospital School Greenwich. 
He entered as a Computer the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, in April 
1807, and was transferred to 
Royal Observatory, Cupe of Good 
Hope, in July 1902, He passed 
the examination for appointment to 
the’ permanent staff of the Obser- 
vatory on December 22, 1003. 

Mr Jeffries was appointed First 
Assistant, Royal Observatory, Hong- 
kong, on August 21, 1907, and 
arrived here on October Q of the 
same year. He was appointed Chief 
Assistant on June 14, 1912; and 
Director on July 9, 1932, on the 
retirement of Mr T.. F. Claxton. 


He was a member of several of the. 


Committees of L'Organisation Metco- 
rologique Internationale, and was 
appointed President of the Far East 
Regional Commission of L'Organisa- 
tlon Metcorologique Internationale 
(Commission Regtonule II) in 1038. 
Mr Jeffries was a man of great 
public spirit. He was Chairman’ of 
the Association of Professlonal Euro- 
pean Civil Servants ‘and Chairman 
of the Civil Servants Council, He 
was one of the oldest members of 
the Hongkong Club, the Roynat Hong- 
’ Kong Golf Club, and a life member 


of-the-Kowloon-Cricket- Club, —-———- 


He was also an active member of 
the United Services Recreation Club 
and the Kowloon -Bowling Green 
Club, having Intely become & keen 
bowls player.

_ TYPHOON 


Here is the oMcial story of 
the: typhoon, as told by the 
Royal Observatory this morning. 

The typhoon first. appeared on 
June 23 jn the Pacific approximately 
300 miles East of Yap moving Jn a 
NW track: | This was maintain 
usitil it was 200 miles cast of Manila 
when It showed a* tendency to 
recurve, but soon after resumed’ a 
north west track, having crosscd 
Luzon on June 26. ‘ 

The first distance signals were 
hoisted in Hongkong at 9.47 aan, on 
Saturday the position given being 
within 60 miles of Lat. 18 N. Long. 
121. E. moving northwest, . The No. 
1 signal was hoisted at 3.47 p.m. on 
Saturday and the. No, 7 at 8 a.m. on 
Sunday. 

By 3 a.m.-on Sunday wind velocity 
had reached Force 5, tobout 20 miles 
per hour). Afterwards the typhoon 
appeared to be slowing down with a 
tendency to’move on a westerly track 
so that it was likely it would pass 
south of the Colony. At midnight its 
position wasigiven os 60 miles. SSE 
of Hongkon# moving WNW. 

Remarkable Feature 

From ‘that time its motion became 
very slight ond then ceased alto- 
gether. The remarkable feature of 
this_ typhoon_was_the_steady_nor! 
cast direction of the wind for pra 
tically a day ond a half, that is, from 
early Sunday morning until the pre« 
sent time. 

The typhoon having slowed up it 
started to increase in strength which 
fs m most unusual feature. 

The maximum wind velocity re- 
gistered up to 9 a.m. ‘to-day was_ 80 
m.p.h, which was recorded at 8,41 
a.m. while Forces 6, 8, and over were 
registered from midnight en Sunday. 
Gap Rock ond Woglan each regis- 
tered Force 6 and ‘over from 2 p.m. 
on Sunday.- The greatest force ex- 
perlenced at Gap Rocle was at 8 a.m. 
to-day when a 60 m.p.h, gust from 
the. north cast was reyistered. 

The lowest barometer reading was 
29.087 inches at 9 a.m. to-day which 
was a fall of half an Inch since the 
barometer started receding. 

The typhoon is n ‘comparatively dry 
one and up to 7 am. only 1,040 
Inches of raln had fallen during 
ary less than 24 hours, * 

“Anything May Happen” 

At 9 o'clock this morning - the 
typhoon was situated about 50 miles 
south of Hongkong. It was elther 
stationary or very slow. The baro- 
meter was still falling ot that time, 
and, safd an Observatory official, 
“Anything may happen.” 

A Telegraph.reporter reveoled this 
morning that most of: the bathing 
sheds at North Point. had suffered 
damage and that one bridge between 
two sheds had’ been washed away 
into the Harbour. .. a.
